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Who  We  Are 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  was  founded  in  1891  by 
a  small  group  of  open  space  visionaries  led  by  landscape 
architect  Charles  Eliot,  a  protege  of  Frederick  Law 
Olmsted.  Witnessing  the  dramatic  loss  to  development 
of  large  amounts  of  open  space  in  the  Boston  area,  this 
group  successfully  campaigned  for  the  establishment  of 

what  became  the  nation's 
first  private,  statewide 
conservation  and 
preservation  organization. 
Volunteer  trustees  who 
govern  the  organization 
are  empowered  to  acquire 
and  maintain  publicly 
accessible  landscapes  across 
Massachusetts  which  are 
called  reservations.  Thus, 
our  name,  The  Trustees 
of  Reservations.

What  We  Do 

We  are  a  member-supported,  nonprofit  501(c)(3) 
conservation  organization  formed  for  charitable 
purposes  to  preserve,  for  public  use  and  enjoyment, 
landscapes  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic,  and  ecological 
value  in  Massachusetts  and  to  protect  special  places 
across  the  state.  Our  mission  includes  protecting  private 
landscapes  through  the  use  of  perpetual  conservation 
restrictions,  and  we  frequently  collaborate  with  other 
groups  and  government  agencies  that  share  our  mission. 
We  also  offer  expert  assistance  and  advice  on 
conservation  and  preservation  techniques  to  both 
individuals  and  organizations. 

What  We  Protect  and  Why 

The  Trustees  owns  and  cares  for  8 1  reservations  totaling 
21,039  acres  of  land  and  protects  an  additional  11,722 
acres  through  perpetual  conservation  restrictions  on  173 
parcels  of  land  as  of  March  31,  1999. 

Our  reservations  are  diverse  and  include  mountains 
and  hilltops;  forests  and  woodlands;  river  valleys  and 
waterfalls;  islands,  coastlines,  and  barrier  beaches;  marshes, 
bogs,  and  swamps;  open  fields  and  meadows;  and  farms, 
historic  houses,  designed  landscapes,  and  gardens.  Four 
are  National  Historic  Landmarks,  eight  are  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  and  one  is  on  the 
National  Registry  of  Natural  Landmarks. 


Collectively,  these  reservations  offer  a  wide  range  of 
recreational  opportunities,  most  of  a  passive  nature,  such  as 
bird  watching;  nature  study;  canoeing  and  kayaking;  cross- 
country skiing  and  snow  shoeing;  fishing;  hiking;  horseback 
riding;  picnicking;  swimming;  house  and  garden  tours;  and 
assorted  public  events  and  activities. 

Through  their  cultural  and  natural  history,  these 
landscapes  tell  the  story  of  the  interaction  of  people  and 
landscape  in  what  we  today  call  Massachusetts.  We  believe 
that  those  who  enjoy  and  draw  inspiration  from  our 
reservations  and  understand  our  mission  will  become 
stewards  with  us  in  protecting  additional  special  places 
across  the  state.  Approximately  one  million  people  visit 
our  reservations  each  year. 

How  We  Are  Supported 

As  a  nonprofit  organization — not  an  agency  of  state 
government — we  rely  for  support  entirely  upon  membership 
dues,  contributions,  grants,  reservation  receipts,  special 
events,  and  endowments.  We  enjoy  the  support  of  hundreds 
of  volunteers  and  over  20,000  members  who  live  in 
Massachusetts,  other  parts  of  New  England  and  the  USA, 
and  several  countries  abroad.  Our  permanent  staff  numbers 
98,  and  we  employ  approximately  200  seasonal  staff. 


Long  Hill  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts  serves  as  Headquarters  of 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations.  Formerly  the  summer  home  of 
Atlantic  Monthly  editor,  Ellery  Sedgwick,  and  his  wife,  Mabel  Cabot 
Sedgwick,  the  house  at  Long  Hill  was  constructed  in  1921  and 
contains  original  woodwork  from  the  1802  Isaac  Ball  House  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina.

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Dear  Friends  and  Trustees: 


It  may  be  repetitious,  but  it's 
not  boring — at  least  not  to  my 
colleagues  and  me — to  report, 
once  again,  that  The  Trustees 
has  had  a  very  good  year! 

One  measure  of  progress 
is  how  well  we're  doing  in 
relation  to  the  goals  set  forth 
in  Trustees  2000.  "T-2000," 
so  called,  is  The  Trustees' 
strategic  plan  which  was  put 
together  in  1996  and  has  been 
our  road  map  ever  since.  Another  good  indicator,  we  like 
to  think,  is  the  impressive  rate  of  growth  in  membership. 
Passing  the  20,000  member  mark  last  year,  nearly  two 
years  ahead  of  schedule,  is  a  very  good  sign  that  the  work 
we  are  doing  is  important,  relevant,  and  increasingly  well 
known  and  well  regarded.  Indeed,  good  things  are 
happening  at  The  Trustees  of  Reservations! 

The  Land  Conservation  Center's  report  describes  a 
remarkable  year  when  21  transactions  were  completed 
resulting  in  the  permanent  preservation  of  over  1,300 
heretofore  unprotected  acres.  Included  in  this  number  are 
conservation  restrictions,  additions  to  existing  reservations, 
and  three  new  reservations:  Malcolm  Preserve  in  Carlisle, 
Appleton  Farms  in  Hamilton  and  Ipswich,  and  Mountain 
Meadow  Preserve  in  Williamstown.  In  addition,  prospects  for 
Peaked  Mountain  becoming  a  new  reservation  were  improving 
as  fund  raising  in  and  around  Monson  gathered  steam. 

Even  with  all  this,  the  main  achievement  of  the  Land 
Conservation  Center  may  well  have  been  the  compilation 
of  the  Landscape  Protection  Plan,  a  statewide  grassroots 
effort  to  set  The  Trustees'  land  conservation  priorities  for 
the  next  decade. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  efforts  of  our  talented  and  hard- 
working field  staff  have  shown  impressive  results. 
Significant  improvements  to  trails  and  public  access  were 
made  at  many  open  space  properties  including  Monument 
Mountain,  Chase  Woodlands,  Whitney  &  Thayer  Woods, 
and  Misery  Islands.  A  major  initiative  was  begun  in  the 
Central  Region  to  create  the  Tully  Trail  linking  our  three 
reservations  in  Royalston  with  other  conservation  lands  in 


the  area.  In  addition,  deferred  maintenance  projects  on 
historic  structures  were  tackled  at  Naumkeag,  Field  Farm, 
the  Bryant  Homestead,  The  Old  Manse,  Greenwood  Farm, 
Castle  Hill,  the  Crane  Wildlife  Refuge,  the  Stevens-Coolidge 
Place,  the  Eleanor  Cabot  Bradley  Reservation,  and  Cape 
Poge  Lighthouse.  Finally,  a  wide  range  of  interpretive 
programs  were  offered  at  World's  End,  Dinosaur  Footprints, 
The  Old  Manse,  Rock  House  Reservation,  Bartholomew's 
Cobble,  Lowell  Holly,  Long  Point,  Cape  Poge,  Wasque  and 
Coskata-Coatue. 

Looking  back  on  fiscal  year  1999,  it's  fair  to  say  that  a 
great  many  of  our  achievements  have  been  the  direct  result 
of  literally  thousands  of  hours  of  volunteer  help.  This 
contribution,  combined  with  the  strong  financial  support 
of  over  25,000  members  and  donors,  has  positioned  The 
Trustees  on  the  threshold  of  the  new  millennium,  ready  and 
able  to  preserve  the  best  of  the  Massachusetts  landscape. 

The  credit  for  that  is  yours.  Thank  you  all.

Highlights

Over  the  past  year,  The  Trustees'  field  staff  has  responded 
to  a  wide  variety  of  challenges  to  preserve  the  special  nature 
of  our  81  reservations.  On  any  given  day,  our  property 
managers  may  be  mowing  fields;  building  something  as 
simple  as  a  sign  post  or  as  complex  as  an  entire  visitor 
center;  welcoming  visitors  to  a  beach,  woodland,  or  designed 
landscape;  meeting  with  architects  and  overseeing  contractors 
on  a  restoration  project;  working  with  volunteers  on  a 
property  committee;  building  water  bars  to  reduce  erosion  on 
a  mountain  trail;  pruning  an  orchard  or  tending  an  historic 
garden;  working  with  consultants  to  document  an  historic 
structure  or  landscape;  arranging  for  the  conservation  of  an 
antique  chair;  or  planning  and  coordinating  events. 


Islands  Region 

One  such  event  took  place  on  a  gentle  afternoon  this  spring  at 
Mytoi  Garden,  our  Japanese-style  garden  on  Chappaquiddick 
that  was  devastated  when  Hurricane  Bob  swept  through 
Martha's  Vineyard  nearly  eight  years  ago.  Some  100  visitors 
came  in  late  May  to  admire  the  rhododendrons  in  full  bloom 
and  celebrate  the  garden's  restoration.  Just  across  the  Dike 
Bridge  and  up  East  Beach,  restoration  was  also  taking  place, 
as  Superintendent  Dave  Belcher  completed  the  renewal  of  the 
Cape  Poge  Lighthouse,  a  popular  stop  along  natural  history 
tours  which  introduce  visitors  to  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge. 
At  Wasque  Reservation,  meanwhile,  saving  the  diminishing  beach 
was  clearly  beyond  our  powers,  as  natural  forces  continued 
to  remove  broad  areas  of  sand,  shrinking  prime  fishing  areas 
and  reducing  available  oversand  vehicle  trails  for  visitor  access. 

With  help  from 
off-island  staff, 
Superintendent 
Chris  Egan  and  his 
crew  finished 
assembling  a  'new' 
maintenance  barn  at 
Long  Point  Wildlife 
Refuge  in  West 
Tisbury.  When 
inspection  showed 
the  old  barn  to  be 
unsafe  and  beyond 
repair,  Egan  located 
a  similarly-sized  barn 
slated  for  demolition 
in  New  Hampshire. 
He  saved  the  major 
structural  elements, 
and  (with  a  little

local  bartering) 
reconstructed  the 
barn  at  Long 
Point.  With  a 
new  water  line, 
the  barn's 
outdoor  shower 
also  served  two 
separate  groups  of 
young  volunteers 
camping  at 
Long  Point  this 

  summer.  The 

Americorps  and  the  Landmark  Volunteers  completed 
projects  to  restore  habitat  at  Wasque  and  construct  a 
boardwalk  at  Menemsha  Hills  in  Chilmark. 

On  Nantucket,  The  Trustees  began  construction  of 
a  new  staff  house  and  maintenance  facility  at  Medouie 
Creek  thanks  to  generous  gifts  from  island  supporters. 
At  Coskata-Coatue  Wildlife  Refuge,  trapping  of  feral  cats 
boosted  efforts  to  protect  threatened  bird  species,  and 
guided  tours  to  the  Great  Point  Lighthouse  continued  to 
grow  in  popularity.

Western  Region 

In  Williamstown,  volunteers  helped  The  Trustees  cut  a  ribbon, 
thus  opening  our  81st  reservation,  Mountain  Meadow 
Preserve.  We  welcomed  visitors  to  enjoy  the  fields  and 
woodlands  filled  with  wildflowers,  birds,  and  butterflies. 
A  few  miles  south,  the  staff  at  Field  Farm  Guest  House 
prepared  for  a  record  number  of  H&B  guests  with  a  new 


coat  of  paint  on  the  main  house  and  a  new  roof  on  the 
'Folly'.  In  Windsor,  last  fall's  drainage  improvements  to 
the  main  trail  at  Notchview  helped  assure  a  successful 
cross-country  ski  season  despite  repeated  ice  storms.  With 
the  spring,  Superintendent  Jim  Caffrey  and  his  staff  began 
a  new  program  to  control  the  invasive  glossy  buckthorn 
in  Bates  Field.  At  The  William  Cullen  Bryant  Homestead 
in  Cummington,  a  new  heating  system  was  installed,  and 
Assistant  Superintendent  Pat  Toomey  helped  convert  the 
wood  shed  into  a  new  visitor  center.  Replacement  of  a 
road  bridge  adjacent  to  Glendale  Falls  in  Middlefield 
resulted  in  improved  access  and  parking  to  this  little- 
known  reservation.

At  Naumkeag  in  Stockbridge,  shimmering  new  tin  leafed 
ceiling  paper  restored  the  dining  room  to  Stanford  White's 
designed  reflective  glow.  A  consultant  firm  documented  and 
assessed  the  Fletcher  Steele  landscape  as  part  of  an  ongoing 
master  planning  process,  and  the  gardens  were  awarded  a 
Centennial  Medallion  by  the  American  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects.  Superintendent  Gordon  Clark  and  his  crew 
prepared  for  a  celebration  of  Monument  Mountain's  100th 
anniversary  as  a  Trustees  landmark.  Funding  from  the  state 
and  a  local  foundation  helped  support  the  construction  of  a 
new  loop  trail  and  provided  for  rebuilt  stone  steps  for  a 
popular,  but  heavily-eroded,  pathway  near  the  summit.  At 
Ashintully,  only  the  Doric  columns  remain  of  the  35-room 
mansion  that  succumbed  to  fire  in  1952,  but  a  generous  gift 
from  John  McLennan's  daughters  has  helped  clear  the  vista 
from  the  terrace,  and  visitors  to  the  ruins  can  now  enjoy  an 
expanded  view  of  the  Tyringham  Valley.  Raptor  watchers 
enjoyed  a  new  fall  hawk  migration  interpretive  display  on 
Hurlburt's  Hill  at  Bartholomew's  Cobble  in  Sheffield,  and  in 
the  spring  more  than  50  volunteers  joined  staff  on  a  spring 
weekend  to  haul  brush,  rebuild  bridges,  and  clear  away  the 
debris  and  damage  of  the  winter.

Central.  Region 

For  the  first  time  in 
memory,  The  Trustees 
is  in  the  overnight 
c .imping  buisness! 
Central  Regional 
Director  Dick  O'Brien 
signed  an  agreement  for 
The  Trustees  to  manage 
the  Tully  Lake 
Campground  in 
Royalston.  After  Andy 
Ohlson  led  a  crew  in 
renewing  the  camp- 
ground's facilities  and 
in  passing  numerous 
water  quality  tests, 
O'Brien  hired  a  host 
couple  and  a  ranger 
and  opened  22  lakeside 
tent  sites.  The  camp- 
ground provides  a  convenient  trailhead  for  the  new  20-mile 
Tully  Trail  that  connects  Doane's  Falls,  Jacobs  Hill,  and 
Royalston  Falls  to  other  nearby  open  spaces.  At  the 
Rock  House  Reservation  in  West  Brookfield,  a  group 

of  volunteers  and  staff 
collaborated  to  plant 
several  hundred 
flowering  perennials 
to  create  a  Butterfly 
Meadow,  one  of  the 
features  highlighted 
in  a  new  interpretive 
guide  to  the 
reservation 
completed  this 
year  by  Assistant 
Superintendent 
Tim  Silva. 

In  Concord, 
major  improve- 
ments continued 
to  enhance  The 
Old  Manse.  Three 
Emerson  descendants  arrived  by 
horse  and  buggy  on  a  spring  day  to  cut  the  ribbon  for  the 
Shay  Shed,  a  new  administrative  wing  on  the  back  of  the 
main  house  that  will  provide  meeting  space,  offices,  and 
climate-controlled  storage  areas.  Continued  implementation 
of  the  landscape  plan  resulted  in  expanded  perennial 
gardens  and  a  new  outdoor  interpretive  'theater'  in  the 
foundation  of  an  old  barn.  A  fold-out  landscape  tour 
brochure  was  also  completed  which  visitors  can  use  to 
explore  and  enjoy  this  National  Historic  Landmark. 


Northeast  Region 

Celebrating  his  25th 
year  with  The  Trustees, 
Northeast  Regional 
Director  Wayne  Mitton 
spent  an  increasing 
amount  of  time  on 
projects  in  Ipswich 
during  1998-99.  With 
the  transfer  of  ownership 
of  Appleton  Farms, 
658  acres  of  prime 
agricultural  land  was 
entrusted  to  The 
Trustees.  Mitton  and 
Associate  Director  for 
Planning  and  Exology 
Lisa  Vernegaard  led  an 
active  group  of 
volunteers  in  developing 

  a  management  plan  for 

the  farm,  while  Superintendent  Mark  Bailey  and  his  crew 
worked  to  restore  the  fields  and  begin  to  stabilize  key  farm 
structures.  Several  successful  public  events  this  spring  and 
summer  testified  to  the  tremendous  progress  made  in  less 
than  a  year. 

A  few  miles  east,  Mitton  was  also  overseeing  two 
major  projects  at  Castle  Hill.  The  interior  restoration 
of  the  Casino  complex  of  buildings  was  completed,  and 
engineering  and  design  work  proceeded  towards  the 
rebuilding  of  the  adjacent  crumbling  retaining  wall.  The 
conversion  of  the  Brown  Cottage  to  an  11 -room  bed-and- 
breakfast  to  be  called  The  Inn  at  Castle  Hill  is  on  schedule 
for  a  Designer  Showhouse  next  spring  and  a  grand  opening 
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The  Inn  at  Castle  Hill  in  progress!  Historic  wrap-around  porch 
under  construction. 
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by  summer  2000.  Despite  the  construction  at  Castle  Hill, 
a  full  program  of  some  65  weddings  and  more  than  120 
corporate  events  took  place  this  season,  along  with  regular 
historic  house  tours  and  several  major  public  events.  More 
than  6,000  attended  the  Concours  d'Elegance  classic  car 
show  in  September  featuring  some  450  classic  and  antique 
cars.  On  a  spectacular  spring  day  in  late  May,  a 
distinguished  group  of  supporters  and  public  officials 
applauded  the  presentation  of  the  plaque  designating 
Castle  Hill  as  a  National  Historic  Landmark. 

This  year's  warm  spring  and  summer  brought  large 
crowds  to  Crane  Beach  in  Ipswich,  challenging  our  staff 
to  find  ways  to  accommodate  swimmers  and  sunbathers 
along  a  shifting  beachfront,  while  they  also  took  steps  to 
protect  record  numbers  of  breeding  piping  plovers,  a  tiny 
shorebird  which  remains  on  the  list  of  threatened  species.

Construction  was  also  taking  place  at  Long  Hill 
in  Beverly  where  alterations  to  the  main  house  and 
garage  were  required  to  create  office  space  for  the 
Communications  &  Marketing  Department  move  from 
Castle  Hill.  As  recommended  by  the  property's  master  plan, 
the  project  also  included  the  restoration  of  the  stables  and 
gray  garage  for  use  as  office,  workshop,  and  maintenance  areas. 

At  Coolidge  Reservation  in  Manchester-by-the-Sea, 
landscape  improvements  continued  near  the  Ocean  Lawn, 
made  possible  by  the  gift  of  adjacent  Fessenden  Hill  and  the 
demolition  of  a  former  caretaker's  house.  Views  were  also 
improved  at  nearby  Ravenswood  Park  in  Gloucester,  where 
Superintendent  Greg  Chanis  cleared  a  hilltop,  reopening  a 
vista  of  Gloucester  Harbor,  and  constructed  boardwalks  to 
improve  visitor  access  to  the  lush  lowland  trails.  At  Old 
Town  Hill  in  Newbury,  a  crew  of  staff  and  volunteers 
cleared  a  scenic  trail  through  a  recently-acquired  parcel, 

which  was  promptly 
displayed  on  a  revised 
property  map  posted  on 
site  for  visitors. 

The  Stevens-Coolidge 
Place  in  North  Andover 
welcomed  a  large  crowd 
to  its  annual  plant  sale  in 
mid-May,  as  the  gardens 
neared  their  peak.  Plant 
sale  revenues  helped 
support  conservation  of 
a  Chinese  lantern  inside 
the  house  and  the 
Serpentine  Wall  in  the 
garden.

Island  visitors  to  this  unique,  Olmsted-designed  landscape. 
A  month  later,  more  than  400  visitors  watched  the  sun  set 
over  the  islands  and  behind  the  Boston  skyline  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  annual  Summer  Solstice  event. 


The  Southeast  regional  staff  also  completed  a  three-year 
project  to  restore  the  Milliken  Path  at  Whitney  and  Thayer 
Woods,  which,  along  with  Weir  River  Farm  and  Turkey 
Hill,  provide  over  900  acres  of  open  space  in  Hingham 
and  Cohasset. 

At  the  Norris  Reservation  in  Norwell,  a  confrontation 
between  two  dog-walkers  gave  new  impetus  to  the  work 
of  a  newly-formed  Task  Force  on  Visitor  Experience.  This 
group  will  determine  the  components  of  high-quality 
visitor  experiences,  recommend  policies  and  practices  to 
encourage  them,  and  develop  a  process  for  resolving 
conflicts  among  different  groups  of  visitors. 

After  several  years  of  productive  discussions  with 
neighbors,  consultants,  and  state  and  local  officials,  The 
Trustees  received  the  necessary  permits  from  the  Town  of 
Canton  to  allow  the  use  of  The  Eleanor  Cabot  Bradley 
Reservation  as  a  site  for  functions.  Work  began  to  improve 
vehicle  access,  parking,  and  the  interior  of  the  main 
building  in  hopes  of  opening  in  spring  2000.

In  Dover,  a  vote  amending  the  town's  zoning  by-law 
paved  the  way  for  Superintendent  Jeff  Montgomery  to 
begin  the  process  of  siting  badly-needed  parking  facilities 
for  Noanet  Woodlands  and  Chase  Woodlands.  With  help 
from  a  state  botanist  and  volunteers  from  the  New 
England  Wildflower  Society,  Montgomery  and  Natural 
Resources  Planning  Assistant  Russ  Hopping  led  an 
assessment  of  the  plant  colony  at  Medfield  Rhododendrons. 
The  resulting  restoration  plan  combines  selective  thinning 
of  the  overstory  with  protection  from  deer  in  hopes  of 
renewing  the  impressive  blossoms  of  past  years.  Last  fall, 
a  faithful  cadre  of  local  officials,  Trustees  members,  and 
other  conservationists  participated  in  a  dedication 
ceremony  at  Noon  Hill  certifying  the  route  of  the  Bay 
Circuit  Trail  through  Medfield.

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Membership  in  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  continues 
to  grow,  with  Fiscal  Year  1999  showing  an  increase  in 
member  households  of  approximately  6%  over  Fiscal  Year 
1998.  This  steady  rise  remains  a  positive  sign  that  we  are 
gradually  overcoming  our  reputation  as  the  "best  kept 
secret  in  Massachusetts."  Membership  income  for  Fiscal 
Year  1999  increased  by  almost  $140,000  to  $1.3  million, 
providing  15%  of  our  total  operating  budget.

In  recent  years,  The  Trustees  has  gradually  increased  the 
amount  of  interpretation  that  takes  place  on  our 
reservations.  On  the  Islands,  a  growing  program  of  guided 
tours  and  activities  for  schoolchildren  has  brought  new 
visitors  to  Great  Point,  Cape  Poge,  Wasque,  Mytoi,  Long 
Point,  and  Menemsha  Hills.  At  Bartholomew's  Cobble, 
Western  Regional  Ecologist  Don  Reid  has  developed  a  wide 
range  of  natural  history  programs,  and,  in  several  regions, 
volunteers  play  a  large  role  in  sharing  with  the  public  what 
they  know  about  the  landscapes  we  protect.  With  guidance 
from  our  historic  resources  staff  members,  our  historic 
house  guides  have  developed  creative,  new  ways  to  present 
the  tales  and  characters  of  days  gone  by. 

Each  of  these  programs  tells  part  of  the  story  of  the 
interaction  of  people  and  landscape  over  more  than  10,000 
years  of  human  habitation  in  what  is  today  called 
Massachusetts.  This  past  year,  consultant  Adrian  Ayson 
has  been  working  with  a  staff  team  to  draw  these  various 
threads  of  interpretation  together  into  a  coherent  plan  that 
elaborates  this  statewide  theme  and  explores  alternative 
means  of  presenting  it  at  each  reservation.  There  is  much 
work  yet  to  be  done,  but  we  are  confident  that  improved 
interpretation  of  our  special  places  will  deepen  the 
experience  of  our  visitors  and  inspire  them  to  join  with 
us  in  preserving  our  important  landscape  heritage. 


During  Fiscal  Year  1999,  more  than 
1,300  volunteers  gave  over  17,000 
hours  of  their  time  to  The  Trustees 
of  Reservations — a  tremendous 
contribution  towards  the  furtherance 
of  our  mission.  Many  helped  us  to 
host  events  across  the  state  while 
others  monitored  habitats  for 
wildlife,  photographed  reservations, 
gardened  at  historic  house 
properties,  and  assisted  with 
various  land  management  tasks  at 
open  space  reservations  across  the 
state.  People  are  learning  about  the 
volunteer  opportunities  we  offer 
principally  through  our  member  mailings  as  well  as  from  a 
special  listing  of  volunteer  jobs  on  our  web  site.  The 
Membership  &  Volunteer  Involvement  Committee 
experimented  with  ways  to  involve  volunteers  in  on-site  public 
outreach  and  membership  promotion  at  several  reservations. 
They  also  explored  ways  for  improving  the  integration  of 
volunteer  jobs  with  the  day-to-day  tasks  of  our  staff.

During  Fiscal  Year  1999,  the  communications  &  marketing 
program  focused  on  expanding  media  coverage  of  our 
work  in  land  conservation,  land  management,  ecology, 
and  historic  preservation  as  well  as  enhancing  our 
newsletter  and  producing  a  wide  range  of  new  publications 
for  an  increasing  number  of  constituencies.  In  the  spring, 
we  launched  our  official  web  site  at  www.thetrustees.org 
and  have  begun  to  market  the  site  principally  through 
reciprocal  links  with  related  web  sites.  A  growing 
photographic  library  has  helped  to  ensure  that  our 
publications  and  web  site  are  visually  interesting.  We 
continue  to  robustly  market  our  membership  program 
and  promote  an  extensive  schedule  of  public  events,  and 
we  are  working  hard  to  improve  reservation  signage  and 
information  displays  and  install  bulletin  boards  and 
brochure  dispensers.  Thanks  to  an  active  outreach  program 
in  northeast  Massachusetts,  our  public  profile  in  the  region 
is  higher  than  ever  before.  We  have  joined  several  local  and 
region-wide  outreach  initiatives  led  by  key  groups  such  as 
the  Essex  National  Heritage  Area. 
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LAND  CONSER 

Highlights  and  Projects  Completed 
April  1,  1998-March  31,  1999 


During  Fiscal  Year  1999,  the  Land  Conservation  Center  (LCC) 
completed  21  transactions  protecting  1,327  acres  of  land.  These 
transactions  included  3  new  reservations  (764  acres),  5 
additions  to  existing  reservations  (20  acres),  10  conservation 
restrictions  (366  acres),  and  3  additional  projects  (177  acres) 
carried  out  by  The  Trustees'  affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Land 
Conservation  Trust  (MLCT). 

Most  notable  were  the  acquisition  of  three  new  reservations: 
Malcolm  Preserve,  1 1  acres  in  Carlisle  at  the  northern  edge  of 
Estabrook  Woods;  Appleton  Farms,  658  acres  of  historic 
farmland  in  Ipswich  and  Hamilton;  and  Mountain  Meadow 
Preserve,  95  acres  on  the  Vermont  border  in  Williamstown. 
In  addition,  MLCT  acquired  lands  for  future  reservations  at 
Peaked  Mountain  in  Monson  and  Slocum's  River  in  Dartmouth. 

Measured  by  the  number  of  projects  completed,  total 
acreage  acquired,  or  number  of  new  reservations,  this  year  was 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  The  Trustees'  history  of  land 
protection.  That  so  many  projects  could  be  completed  while 
preparation  of  the  Landscape  Protection  Plan  was  in  full  swing 
is  a  credit  to  the  staff  of  the  LCC.  These  accomplishments  could 
not  have  been  achieved  without  the  generosity  and  cooperation 
of  landowners  and  the  help  of  volunteers  and  staff  from  every 
region  of  the  state.  We  thank  everyone  who  helped  us  make  this 
year  a  resounding  conservation  success. 


Our  79th,  80th,  and  81st  Reservations 

Malcolm  Preserve,  Carlisle,  I  I  acres:  With  the  transfer  from 
the  Carlisle  Conservation  Foundation  (CCF)  of  a  50%  share 
in  1 1  acres  of  meadow,  woodland,  and  wetland,  the  Malcolm 
Preserve  became  our  79th  reservation  and  our  first  to  be  owned 
and  managed  jointly  with  a  local  land  trust.  The  Preserve 
includes  an  additional  23  acres  of  town-owned  conservation 
land  and  protects  the  northern  gateway  to  Two  Rod  Road  and 
Estabrook  Woods.  With  great  volunteer  assistance  from  CCF 
and  the  Concord-Carlisle  Community  Chest,  and  financial 
assistance  from  the  Fields  Pond  Foundation  and  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Management's  Greenways  Grant  Program, 
a  handicapped-accessible  trail  was  constructed  with  the  volun- 
teer help  under  the  leadership  of  Central  Regional  field  staff. 

Appleton  Farms,  Ipswich  and  Hamilton,  658  acres: 

As  announced  in  February  1998,  Joan  E.  Appleton  released 
her  life  interest  in  this  sweeping  agricultural  landscape  of  great 
scenic,  historic,  and  ecological  interest,  believed  to  be  the 
second  oldest  operating  farm  in  single  family  ownership  in  the 
United  States.  Mrs.  Appleton's  decision  allows  The  Trustees  to 
begin  the  challenging  task  of  improving  the  farm  operation, 
providing  public  access,  and  interpreting  for  visitors  the  farm's 
long  and  rich  human  and  natural  history.  Already,  thousands 
of  people  have  enjoyed  the  rolling  fields  and  woodlands. 


Mountain  Meadow  Preserve,  Williamstown,  95  acres: 

Thanks  to  the  conservation  vision  and  generosity  of  Pamela 
Weatherbee,  a  widely  respected  botanist,  field  naturalist,  and 
strong  supporter  of  The  Trustees'  work  in  western 
Massachusetts,  The  Trustees  was  given  the  95-acre  Mountain 
Meadow  Preserve  consisting  of  upland  meadow  and  woodland 
in  north  Williamstown  on  the  Vermont  border.  Start-up 
expenses  and  a  generous  management  endowment  were  also 
contributed  by  Mrs.  Weatherbee.  Opened  in  May,  the 
reservation  affords  magnificent  views  of  Mt.  Greylock  to  the 
southeast  and  the  Taconic  Range  to  the  west.  This  landscape 
will  be  managed  as  a  natural  refuge  where  wildflowers  will 
continue  to  flourish  in  reclaimed  meadows  and  people  can 
enjoy  bird  watching,  nature  study,  the  views,  and  the  quiet. 


First  Steps  Towards  Two 
Additional  Reservations 

Peaked  Mountain,  Monson:  In  1998,  to  secure  a  key  parcel 
that  would  become  part  of  the  planned  Peaked  Mountain 
Reservation,  MLCT  purchased  60  acres,  including  a  scenic 
17-acre  pond  and  associated  wetlands,  from  the  four  siblings  of 
the  Miller  family.  In  early  1999,  the  family  generously  donated 
55  additional  acres  of  upland  woods  and  hemlock  ravine 
overlooking  Temple  Brook.  These  acquisitions  were  the  first 
steps  towards  the  creation  of  the  reservation  which,  later  this 
year,  following  completion  of  a  fundraising  campaign,  will  be 
augmented  by  the  donation  of  an  additional  148  acres  from 
landowners  Len  and  Roslyn  Harrington  and  Dick  Elliott. 


Island  View  Farm  on  the  banks  of  the  Slocum's  River,  Dartmouth. 


Slocum's  River,  Dartmouth:  In  January  1999,  MLCT, 
in  partnership  with  the  Dartmouth  Natural  Resources  Trust 
(DNRT),  purchased  from  Indurama  Finance  U.S.A.  Corporation 
(an  international  real  estate  investment  company)  116  acres  on 
Horseneck  Road  and  the  Slocum's  River  known  as  Island  View 
Farm.  Nearly  all  of  this  acreage  will  be  protected  through 
various  restrictions  including  an  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restriction  to  be  purchased  by  the  Commonwealth  on  63  acres. 
Four  acres  were  sold  with  a  conservation  restriction  to  the 
Architectural  Heritage  Foundation.  The  remaining  49  acres,  of 
which  35  are  protected  by  a  conservation  restriction  purchased 
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by  the  Town  of  Dartmouth,  have  been  retained  as  a  reservation 
to  be  jointly  owned  and  managed  by  The  Trustees  (following 
conveyance  from  MLCT)  and  DNRT  To  realize  this  goal, 
The  Trustees  must  raise  an  additional  $50,000  for  permanent 
endowment  of  its  management  responsibilities  for  the  property. 
We  intend  the  reservation  to  become  our  second  property 
jointly  owned  and  managed  with  a  local  land  trust,  the  first 
being  the  Malcolm  Preserve. 

MLCT  and  DNRT  are  continuing  to  work  in  partnership 
to  protect  the  adjacent  641 -acre  Dartmoor  Farm.  To  make 
both  of  these  acquisitions  possible,  DNRT  took  the  lead  in 
an  exemplary  campaign  that  raised  $2.8  million  in  cash  and 
pledges  over  a  6-month  period.  We  especially  thank  DNRT 
volunteers  and  staff  for  their  leadership  of  the  Slocum's  River 
campaign  and  the  many  members  of  The  Trustees  who 
responded  to  that  campaign  with  generous  gifts. 

Additions  to  Reservations 

NORTHEAST 

Ward  Reservation,  North  Andover:  Robert  E.  Webster 
donated  one-half  acre  of  woodland  at  the  northern  end  of  the 
Ward  Reservation.  This  parcel  connects  a  formerly  isolated 
portion  of  the  property  to  the  whole  and  ensures  that  the  scenic 
forest  along  Route  125  will  remain  intact. 

SOUTHEAST 

The  Eleanor  Cabot  Bradley  Reservation,  Canton: 

The  Trustees  purchased  8  acres  of  critical  woodland  from  an 
abutter  as  an  acoustical  and  visual  buffer  for  the  reservation 
against  the  impacts  of  Interstate  93  (Route  128).

Mashpee  River  Reservation,  Mashpee:  MLCT  purchased 
16.8  acres  of  land  along  the  Mashpee  River  on  generous  terms 
from  Dr.  Edward  Fitch  of  Falmouth.  MLCT  then  sold  the 
eastern  two-thirds  of  the  property  to  the  Town  of  Mashpee  as 
municipal  conservation  land.  Following  a  successful  fundraising 
campaign,  MLCT  transferred  the  remaining  5  acres  with  river 
frontage  to  The  Trustees  as  an  addition  to  the  Mashpee  River 
Reservation.  This  acquisition  virtually  completes  a  continuous 
greenway  along  the  southern  portion  of  the  Mashpee  River. 


Turkey  Hill,  Cohasset  and  Hingham:  The  complex 
acquisition  of  the  6-acre  Turkey  Hill  property  (adjacent  to 
Whitney  and  Thayer  Woods)  was  completed  this  year,  several 
years  ahead  of  schedule.  Joseph  Saponaro  generously  donated 
to  MLCT  his  remaining  two-thirds  interest  in  the  6-acre 
former  Nike  radar  tracking  site.  His  action  enabled  MLCT  to 
convey  ownership  of  this  parcel  to  The  Trustees.  Now,  the 
Towns  of  Cohasset  and  Hingham  and  The  Trustees  fully  own 
their  respective  parcels.  As  planned,  these  parcels  function  as  a 
single  55-acre  unit  of  open  space  managed  by  The  Trustees 
under  a  joint  management  committee  composed  of 
representatives  of  the  towns,  the  Cohasset  Conservation  Trust, 
and  the  Hingham  Land  Conservation  Trust. 

ISLANDS 

Coskata-Coatue  Wildlife  Refuge,  Nantucket:  The  Trustees 
purchased  from  Christoph  and  Pamela  Fezandie  Lohmann  and 
their  children,  Rebecca  and  Jan,  the  final  one-quarter  interest 
in  129  acres  of  barrier  beach,  salt  pond,  marsh,  and  dunes. 

Long  Point  Wildlife  Refuge,  West  Tisbury:  Richard  and 
Barbara  Campbell  generously  donated  to  The  Trustees  five 
parcels  of  land  at  the  Thumb  Cove  Frost  Bottom  north  of  the 
Refuge.  These  small  parcels  comprise  a  handful  of  more  than 
2000  postage-stamp  lots  that  were  created  (but  never 
developed)  in  the  1920s  as  the  Island  Heights  subdivision, 
also  known  as  the  Medicine  Lots.  The  Campbell  parcels  also 
include  permanent  easement  rights  on  the  extensive  'paper 
roads'  within  the  100  acres  of  this  once-planned  subdivision. 
Thanks  to  the  Campbells,  The  Trustees  now  has  legal  standing 
to  raise  objections  to  any  attempts  to  subdivide,  develop,  or 
otherwise  change  the  status  of  this  property. 


Conservation  Restrictions  (CR) 

NORTHEAST 

Old  Town  Hill,  Newbury:  Robert  Barton  and  the  late  Storer 
Humphreys,  shortly  before  his  death,  donated  a  CR  on  a 
highly  visible  5-acre  field  just  north  of  the  Parker  River.  The 
property,  including  the  adjacent  18th-century  homestead,  was 
then  donated  to  a  charitable  remainder  trust  and  sold  by  the 
trust.  The  proceeds  will  eventually  support  The  Trustees' 
conservation  work  at  Old  Town  Hill. 

Sherburne  Property, Tyngsborough:  A  CR  on  79  acres  of 
woodland,  field,  beaver  pond,  and  other  wetlands  near  the 
Merrimack  River  was  generously  donated  by  the  Sherburne 
family.  They  then  donated  the  land  itself  to  the  Town  of 
Tyngsborough  to  be  used  as  publicly  accessible  conservation  land. 

SOUTHEAST 

Strawberry  Hill  Farm,  Dover:  Sara  Molyneaux  and  Donald 
Law  generously  donated  a  CR  on  22.8  acres  of  highly  scenic 
meadow  and  woodland  surrounding  a  dwelling  whose  core 
dates  from  around  1735.  The  property  lies  between  Noanet 
Woodlands  and  the  Hale  Reservation.

Spring  Street  Farm,  Millis:  A  CR  on  this  67-acre  farm  was 
conveyed  b\  owners  I  aura  and  (  harles  langcrini,  thus 
fulfilling  the  terms  of  their  lease/purchase  agreement  with 
MLCT.  The  farm  was  originally  a  bequest  to  MLCT  from 
long-time  farmer  Louis  DeAngelis.  MLCT  fostered  a  viable 
ongoing  farm  operation  h\  selecting  .1  successful  new  farming 
family  as  tenants/future  buyers,  upgrading  the  existing  APR, 
and  adding  this  CR  to  protect  the  farm's  scenic  and  ecological 
features.  Spring  Street  Farm  now  grows  locally  marketed 
flowers  and  vegetables  and  manages  a  successful  farm  stand. 

North  River,  Marshfield:  Gail  Whelan  generously  donated 

a  CR  on  her  10-acre  property  on  Union  Street  in  Marshfield. 

The  restriction  preserves  the  scenic  and  natural  setting  of  the

Reservation 

Lake  Waban,  Wellesley:  Walter  and  Louisa  Hunnewell  and 
their  four  children  generously  donated  a  25-acre  CR  on  their 
historic  Lake  Waban  estate.  Previously  donated  CRs  have 
protected  the  estate's  gardens,  frontage  on  Lake  Waban,  and 
the  'Pinetum.'  This  additional  CR  preserves  the  remaining 
acreage  of  this  Wellesley  landmark,  including  the  scenic  view 
from  Route  16. 

West  Branch,  Westport  River,  Westport:  Alain  and  Phoebe 
Chardon  generously  donated  a  CR  to  The  Trustees  and  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust  on  38  acres  of  river 
shoreline,  field,  and  swamp  at  Tom's  Point.  The  two 
organizations  now  hold  seven  CRs  on  the  east  bank  of  the 
West  Branch,  protecting  over  a  mile  of  its  shoreline. 

CENTRAL 

Mineway  Brook,  Sudbury:  The  Trustees  was  given  a  CR 
by  the  Sudbury  Valley  Trustees  (SVT)  on  a  41-acre  property 
located  on  the  Mineway  Brook  in  Sudbury.  SVT  received  the 
property  as  a  gift  from  Austin  and  Harriet  Ashley  in  1997. 
The  wooded  property  includes  some  1,100  feet  of  frontage  on 
Mineway  Brook,  a  tributary  of  the  Sudbury  River,  as  well  as 
several  vernal  ponds  that  provide  breeding  habitat  for  blue- 
spotted  salamanders. 

Milliken  Property,  Carlisle:  Arthur  and  Elizabeth  Milliken 
generously  donated  a  CR  on  4  acres  of  woodland  and  wetland 
on  the  northern  border  of  Estabrook  Woods. 

WEST 

Wallace  Hall  Road,  Monterey:  Turkeybush  Foundation  and 
its  benefactors,  Lewis  and  Joyce  Scheffey,  donated  a  CR  on  74 


acres  of  upland  forest,  meadow,  stream,  and  ravine  with 
extensive  frontage  on  Wallace  Hall  Road.  The  restriction, 
co-held  with  the  Monterey  Preservation  Land  Trust,  brings  the 
total  acreage  protected  by  The  Trustees  and  its  conservation 
partners  in  the  Harmon  Brook  area  of  New  Marlborough  and 
Monterey  to  more  than  2,300. 


Acquisition  and  Protection  by  Massachusetts 
Land  Conservation  Trust,  Inc. 

Half  Moon  Meadow, Tyngsborough:  Vincent  D.  McCabe 
donated  12.7  acres  to  MLCT,  making  a  total  of  85  acres  near 
Half  Moon  Meadow  protected  by  MLCT  and  the  Town  of 
Tyngsborough.  Depending  on  our  success  with  adjacent 
landowners,  this  area  could  become  a  new  reservation  or  may 
be  conveyed  to  the  town  as  conservation  land. 

East  Street,  Easthampton:  Employing  the  town's  right-of- 
first-refusal,  MLCT  purchased  a  17-acre  parcel  of  farmland, 
woods,  and  wetland  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Tom  threatened  by 
development.  Nine  acres  were  conveyed  to  the  Pascommuck 
Conservation  Trust  for  conservation  stewardship,  and  an  APR 
will  eventually  be  sold  to  the  state  on  the  remaining  farmland 
and  an  abutting  9-acre  farm.  The  farmland  was  sold  to  farmer 
Eileen  Droescher,  who  is  establishing  a  Community  Supported 
Agriculture  operation  on  the  property.  The  project  was  made 
possible  by  a  strong  fundraising  campaign  mounted  by 
neighbors.

Farmland  Protection:  During  the  course  of  the  year,  MLCT 
increased  its  level  of  activity  with  the  state's  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction  (APR)  Program  by  preserving  several 
important  farm  properties  around  the  state.  Using  the  Land 
Conservation  Revolving  Fund  of  The  Trustees,  MLCT  has  been 
able  to  acquire  APRs  and  hold  them  temporarily  until  the  state 
can  complete  the  purchase.  Employing  this  technique  in 
partnership  with  other  land  trusts,  municipalities,  and  state 
agencies,  MLCT  acquired  or  loaned  funds  for  acquiring  APRs 
on  500  acres  of  farmland  in  Worthington,  Leyden,  Amherst, 
New  Braintree,  and  Harvard,  in  addition  to  the  Slocum's  River 
project  described  above. 
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The  Trustees  of  Reservations' 
Landscape  Protection  Plan 

The  Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan  called  for  the  completion  of 
a  "Landscape  Collection  Plan"  as  a  guide  for  The  Trustees' 
conservation  efforts  over  the  next  ten  years  and  beyond.  We 
have  renamed  it  the  "Landscape  Protection  Plan"  to  broaden 
its  appeal  to  a  general  audience,  but  it  represents  the  same 
process  we  began  in  Fiscal  Year  1998  and  hope  to  wrap  up  in 
October  1999.  From  April  1998  to  March  1999,  we  organized 
about  30  regional  and  topical  meetings  involving  more  than 
100  volunteers  and  numerous  colleagues  throughout  the 
Massachusetts  conservation  community.  We  asked  these 
volunteers  and  colleagues  to  help  us  identify  and  describe  the 
important  open  space  needs  and  opportunities  in  each  region 
and  help  us  envision  what  success  would  mean  to  each 
region's  landscape  and  people.  Through  this  process,  we  were 
able  to  engage  many  more  people  than  we  expected  in  an 
exercise  that,  as  far  as  we  know,  had  not  been  attempted  in 
Massachusetts  since  1925 — that  is  to  identify  specific 
landscapes  across  the  state  worthy  of  conservation  by  The 
Trustees  or  our  conservation  partners.  More  than  450  sites 
and  properties  were  identified  and  entered  into  a  database, 
together  with  a  wealth  of  relevant  information.  This 
information  has  already  suggested  new  perspectives  on  where 
to  focus  our  conservation  efforts  and  how  we  can  be  more 
effective  in  conserving  our  Commonwealth's  landscape  legacy. 

At  this  writing,  the  public  component  of  the  "Landscape 
Protection  Plan"  has  been  published.  It  is  titled  Conserving 
Our  Common  Wealth:  A  Vision  for  the  Massachusetts 
Landscape  and  is  available  upon  request.  The  report  can  also 
be  downloaded  from  our  web  site  at  www.thetrustees.org.  An 
internal  "Action  Plan"  for  Land  Conservation  will  be 
completed  in  fall  1999,  recommending  how  The  Trustees 
should  proceed  to  implement  the  recommendations  in 
Conserving  Our  Common  Wealth.

Outreach  and  Advocacy 

The  "Landscape  Protection  Plan"  process  has  helped  us  to 
reach  out  to  a  broad  range  of  colleagues  and  potential 
collaborators  across  the  state,  including  two  areas  in  which 
Conserving  Our  Common  Wealth  recommends  an  expanded 
presence  by  The  Trustees:  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  and 
Greater  Boston.  While  organizing  the  process  and  preparing 
the  Plan,  we  continued  to  provide  assistance  to  the 
Massachusetts  conservation  community  and  to  numerous 
municipalities,  land  trusts,  and  conservation-minded 
landowners.  Staff  members  participated  in  conservation 
seminars  in  Newbury,  Dartmouth,  Rehoboth,  and  Easton  and 
in  workshops  at  the  national  Land  Trust  Alliance  Rally  in 
Madison,  Wisconsin  and  the  Environmental  Careers 
Conference  in  Boston. 

Massachusetts  Land  Trust  Conference:  Coordinated  for  the 
10th  year  by  the  Land  Conservation  Center  and  co-sponsored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Land  Trust  Coalition,  this  annual 
conference  attracted  more  than  200  participants,  the  largest 
attendance  since  its  inception.  Nine  workshops  were  offered 
on  a  variety  of  land  conservation  topics.  Robert  Durand, 
newly  appointed  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  was  the 
keynote  speaker. 

Land  Conservation  Options  -  A  Guide  for  Massachusetts 
Landowners:  The  third  edition  of  this  attractive,  popular 
guide  was  edited  by  Director  of  Land  Conservation  Wesley 
Ward  and  co-published  with  the  Essex  County  Greenbelt 
Association.  It  incorporates  recent  tax  changes  and  includes 
updated  information  for  landowners  considering  conservation 
plans  for  their  property.  Already,  at  this  writing,  5,000  copies 
have  been  distributed. 

Conservation  Advocacy:  The  Trustees  limits  its  public 
issues  advocacy  to  matters  of  direct  relevance  to  our  mission. 
Participation  in  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Collaborative 
has  enabled  The  Trustees  to  greatly  increase  its  effectiveness 
as  an  advocate  for  statutory  and  administrative  changes  to 
encourage  conservation  and  historic  preservation.  During  this 
legislative  session,  we  are  concentrating  on  four  bills  which 
would  strengthen  the  ability  of  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and 
towns,  and  nonprofit  organizations  working  in  cooperation 
with  landowners  to  protect  open  space  and  conserve  the 
Massachusetts  landscape.  These  are: 

•  Conservation  Restriction  and  Agricultural  Preservation 
Restriction  Act  Amendments,  H.  3118 

•  Community  Preservation  Act,  S  1513/H.  3203 

•  Chapter  61,  61A,  and  61B  Amendments,  S.  151 1/H.  2626 
(Relates  to  the  property  tax  reductions  offered  to  owners 
of  forest,  agricultural,  and  open  space  land.) 

•  State  Income  Tax  Credit  for  Conservation  Donors,  S.  1626, 
H.  2079,  H.  1295.  (This  bill  was  drafted  by  The  Nature 
Conservancy  and  The  Trustees  on  the  model  of  an 

^effective  North  Carolina  program  providing  substantial  tax 
incentives  to  encourage  permanent  conservation  by  private 
landowners.)

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Highlights 

April  1,  1998  -March  31,  1999 


Continuing  the  success  of  recent  years,  the  organization 
has  again  budgeted  and  realized  a  surplus  from  its 
operating  activities  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1999. 
Following  the  guidelines  of  the  Trustees  2000  strategic 
plan,  the  surplus  will  fund  much  needed  capital  projects 
and  deferred  maintenance  at  our  properties. 

The  surplus  of  $650,000  exceeded  the  $294,000 
figure  originally  budgeted  primarily  due  to  substantial 
increases  in  contributed  income,  membership,  and 
reservation/event  receipts.  Led  by  the  generosity  of 
members  in  the  Charles  Eliot  Society  and  the  1891 
Society,  annual  giving  reached  a  new  record  of 
$1,390,000,  a  16%  increase  over  Fiscal  1998. 
Membership  income  grew  by  11%  to  $1,345,000 
and,  for  the  first  time  in  the  organization's  history, 
the  fiscal  year  ended  with  over  20,000  members. 
Reservation/event  income  rebounded  from  the  rainy 
start  last  summer  and  finished  the  season  at  $3,033,000, 
a  9%  increase  over  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

Operating  expenses  increased  16%  to  $8,397,000 
including  continued  investment  in  the  initiatives 
outlined  in  the  Trustees  2000  plan.  Expenditures  for 
land  conservation,  development,  and  communications 
&  marketing  grew  most  significantly  while  general 
and  administrative  costs  were  held  to  a  7%  increase. 


The  endowment  funds  continued  to  be  an  important 
source  of  income,  contributing  36%  of  the  total 
operating  revenues.  Endowment  support  reached 
$3,279,000,  up  17%  from  $2,809,000  in  Fiscal  1998. 
Following  many  years  of  favorable  returns,  the  value  of 
the  endowment  funds  declined  by  5%  during  Fiscal  1999. 
The  Standing  Committee,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Investment  and  Executive  Committees,  decided  that, 
given  the  growth  of  the  endowment  portfolio  in  recent 
years,  it  was  appropriate  and  prudent  to  diversify 
investment  managers.  Accordingly,  two  new  investment 
managers  were  engaged  to  each  manage  one-third  of 
the  equity  portion  of  the  portfolio. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  in  a  solid  financial 
position  as  a  result  of  excellent  management  of  its 
operations.  The  organization  also  recognizes  that  it  must 
continue  funding  a  growing  list  of  deferred  maintenance 
needs  and  special  capital  projects.  As  new  "special 
places"  and  challenges  are  taken  on,  the  commitment 
of  supporters,  staff,  and  volunteers  is  the  organization's 
greatest  asset.
